Mount Zion Cuurcn, Saturday, Sppt. 9, 1848. ho 


In accordance with the adjournment of the last segsion, the delegates 
from the churches composing the Pearl River Baptist association con- 
vened at the time and place appointed. 

The introductory sermon was delivered by Rev. Wm. Fortinberry, 
from Acts xx, 28: “Take heed, therefore, unto yourselves, and to al}

the flock, over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to 


feed the church of God, which he has purchased with his own blood. 

After @ short recess, the Association convened ir the meeting house, 
and was called to order by the moderator. Prayer by bro. Reeves. 

The clerk being absent, on motion bro, C, Magee was appointed clerk 
pro tem. 

Letters froin thirty-two churches were read by brethren Wim. Barnes 
and N: Robertson, jr., and the names of the delegates enrolled. 

The Association then went into the choice of her officers, (brethren 
Hornsby and W. Barnes tellers,) which resulted in the election of bro. 
Crawford moderator, and (. Magee clerk. :

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Missionary Report.- 
T the Pearl River Baptist Association, in session at Mt. Zion: church, 
Simpson county, September 9-11, 1848. oe 
Your Missionary Board are permitted to present to your body’a brief 
atement of the manner-in which they have performed the duties as- 
u at your last meeting ; and we hope that we may be al 
that we have used our endeavors to satisfy the expecta- 
ssociation, $0 far as means and opportunity would enable 
be the wish of the Association that the Board should 
have a special eye to the destitute condition of Little River church, at 
our meeting in January, the subject was fully considered, apd brother® 
Wm. Fortinberry was appointed our special missionary to supply that 
nd was instructed to attend them two days in every,month. At 
rry was appointed an agent forthe Board. 

At out meeting in March, bro. Fortinberry reported the church in a 
cold and scattered condition, at the same time reporting eleven days’ | 
In June, he reported the church in harmony and fellowship, 
At this time, reported fifteen days" additional labor. 

Our last meeting was held with Silver Creek church, Lawrenée co., 
on Friday before the first Sunday in September, at which time brother 
Fortinberry reported eight days’ service more, amounting, in all, t 
thirty-four days’ service. For all which payment has been ordered, to 
the amount of fifty-one dollars, and w hich the treasurer’s report will 
show to have-been duly paid. j 

No other appointments have been made by the Board, and we refer 
you to the treasurer’s report for information respecting the state of your 
funds. All of which is respectfully submitted,
